Thomas  points  out  that  there  still  are  many  things

In  a  delightful  satirical  essay,  Thomas  presents 
his  own  form  of  therapy  —  Transcendental  Meta¬ 
worry.  He  says  TMW  is  a  great  discovery  because: 
“Worrying  is  the  most  natural  and  spontaneous  of 
all  human  functions.  It  is  time  to  acknowledge  this, 
perhaps  even  to  do  it  better.” 

Man  is  the  only  worrying  animal,  according  to 
Thomas.  Another  feature  setting  humans  apart 
from  animals  is  the  human  ability  to  err.  Thomas 
dispels  the  negative  connotation  of  imperfection,  in 
“To  Err  is  Human.”  The  ability  to  err  places  man 
above  lower  forms  of  life.  .He  points  out  that  he 
never  saw  a  cat  make  a  clumsy,  wrong  move.  “Dogs: 
are  sometimes  fallible,  occasionally  able  to,  make 
charming  minor  mistakes,  but  they  get  this  way  by 
trying  to  mimic  their  masters,”  he  writes. 

If  humans  were  incapable  of  error,  they  would 
not  be  able  to  be  creative  and  to  solve  the  many 
problems  they  worry  about. 

The  essay,  “How  to  Fix  the  Premedical  Curricu¬ 
lum,”  may  be  of  interest  to  those  preparing  for 
professional  programs — prelaw,  premed,  prebusi¬ 
ness,  etc.  Unfortuntately,  Thomas  says,  profes¬ 
sional  students  concentrate  only  on  their  disciplines 
and  they  live  only  for  their  grades.  These  students, 
especially  premed  students,  will  take  a  humanities 
class  only  if  they  know  the  course  may  be  taken 
without  dropping  in  class  standing. 

This  situation  is  not  necessarily  true  in  all  cases. 
At  BYU,  With  the  General  Education  require-' 
ments,  all  students  are  forced  to  receive  a  some¬ 
what  “well-rounded”  education.  There  are  merits, 
however,  in  Thomas’  proposed  course  of  study,  in¬ 
cluding  Latin,  Greek,  English,  history,  the  literal
